| NO RAISE IN MEDICAL 
TAX FLOOR 


A government spokesman Monday 
rejected a C.C.F. proposal that the 
three per cent floor limiting deduc- 


tion of medical expenses for income 
tax purposes de eliminated. 

The parliamentary assistant to 
Finance Minister Abbott said in the 
Commons that the government 
feels individuals should pay normal 
medical expenses without receiving 
income tax relief. 

Opposition parties supported the 
resolution but it was defeated by 
a vote of 99 to 66. 

The resolution was that taxpayers 
should be allowed to deduct from 
their income every dollar spent on 
medical care, up to the ceiling of 
$1500 for single persons, $2000 for 
married persons and $500 for each 
dependent, up to four. 

The three per cent floor permits 
a taxpayer with a total income, for 
instance of $3,000, to deduct from 


their medical expenses exceeding 
$90.
